We have been advised by the District Counzil that their 
recommendations concerning the review cf the parish boundary 
have been accepted by the Boundaries Commision and as a result 
the boundary has been re-drawn to include Fairway site 2 and 
that part ef° phase 9 formerly outside the village within Bar 
Hill.

February 1981! The initial interest’ in the new year is already 


fading. intentions to meet new people, start new activities 
and visit new places are frequently forgotten. Resolutions, 
now one month old, sre rarely remembered. Why net make a late 
resolution now ‘to do all turee and join one of the many 
organisations or activities in the village? ‘After the first 
few visits it is inevitable that you will become involved more 
deeply and participate more fully. 


As ‘Bar Hill Pre-School Playgroup is run by eve Sup sah a 
Committee every Play Group family is responsible for the Group 
and is expected to contribute in-some way, either actively or 
by suggesting ideas.’ One way in which parents do help is. by: 
becoming volunteer helpers, freely giving time each week to 
assist the. Supervisors. Were it not for these volunteers the °, 
humber of children in each Play Group session would legally 
need to be greatly reduced, so parents are helping themselves.’ 
Families cannot always make alternative arrangements for-their., 
younger children.during these "helping times" and it is often 
necessary for.the toddler to accompany the mother. A visitor 
might be surprised at the age range of the group but children 
do not:start until they are three years old. Though most : 
toddlers settle well the extra children do.add to the numbers 
and a Mother's help could be reduced with the Playgroup children 
-who must of course take priority. For this reason only one 
accompanying toddler can be accepted per session. Obviously 
for the toddler this accompanying visit is in no way a substitute 
for informal. play with a home group or Nother and Toddler froup. 


As winter breaks into spring anc the spring bulbs come into 
Plower tell the children to keep their eyes open for the first 
crocus, daffodil, leaf bud opening or the sound of the cuckoo. 

Fach year the seasons. vary depending on tne weather and there “ 
can be great differences from year to'ycar.. Keep a nature diary 

with the older children and make a note of i:these "first sight-— 
ings", then put the diary ina safe place and:..compare the dates. 
next Veen. 


It isa little ‘too early to think of outdoor gardening but there 
are a number of plantings that you can make at any time of the 
year. Mustard and cress seeds are probably the most common of 
these and can be grown on lint in a small plastic tray. Various 
seeds which germinate quickly end can.be caten within a week or 
so are available. Alfalfa, which produces fresh green shoots’ 
for salads, can be groyn in a glass jar in normal .roam tempera- 
ture, whercas Mung Beans grown in lint or wet tissucs like 
Mustard and Cress grow into crispy and tasty seedlings, like 
those used in Chinese recipes. Put some peas, broad: bean or 
runner bean seeds in a jam jar lined with blotting paper and 
keep the paper moist. Soon the seeds will begin to germinate 
and children enjoy: watching the young root: bursting from the 
secd and the shoot growing upwards unfurling the first leaves as 
it grows. 


Occasionally parents are met by a delicious smell of ba':ing from 
the’ +7illage hall when collecting their children and arc. proudly 
presented with well-rolled pastry or lovingly mixed buns.* All 

children love cooking, whether it is simply shaping ready-made 

pastry into snakes and balls and treating it rather like
